NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that ~Rule 2 of the Rules Relating 

to Continuing Legal Education for the Bar of the State of Minnesota be and 

it hereby is amended by adding the following:

"Sponsors of Continuing Legal Education courses shall 

for credit in accordance with the rules of the Board 
promulgated pursuant to Rule 7, below. 

"In applying for credit a sponsoring ,agency shall submit 
to the Board a description of the program Iunder consideration, 
including such details as location, description, list of 
speakers, type of presentation, number of course hours for 
which credit is sought and such other matters as the Board 
may require pursuant to Rule 7. In additi:on, the sponsoring 
agency shall submit to the Board a description of the treat- 
ment given Professional Responsibility and ethical considerations

involved in the substantive or procedural courses under 
consideration. If no coverage of these areas is scheduled, 
the sponsoring agency shall state the reasons therefor. 

"If inthe opinion of the Board presentation of 
problems of Professional Responsibility or legal ethics 
are omitted, or inadequate without satisfactory explanation, 
the Board may refuse to grant full credit for all hours in 
attendance, impose a deduction from credit hours which 
,would otherwise be granted, and in the case of persistent 
refusal to cover these topics refuse to grant further credit 
for courses offered by that sponsor. 

"If the Board deducts Continuing Legal Education credit 
or refuses to grant credit on this basis, 'it shall so inform' 
the sponsor."
